The Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about September 22, 2007 and May 8, 2010, you or your oi^anization 
committed the following violation of Federal law: 


Entered for the purpose of showing or exhibiting, the horses “Rain’s Night Storm” at the 41®* Annual Kentucky 
Celebration Horse Show and “Ridin for the Prize” at the Boyle County Fair & Horse Show which were found sore. 

The Horse Protection Act prohibits the following conduct; 

15 U.S.C. S 1824rn- Unlawful Acts 

The shipping, transporting, moving, delivering, or receiving of any horse which is sore with reason to believe that 
such horse while it is sore may be shown, exhibited, entered for the purpose of being shown or exhibited, sold, 
auctioned, or offered for sale, in any horse show, horse exhibition, or horse sale or auction; 

15 U.S.C. S 1824121 Unlawful Acts 

“The (A) showing or exhibiting, in any horse show or horse exhibition, of any horse which is sore, (B) entering for 
the purpose of showing or exhibiting in any horse show or horse exhibition, any horse which is sore, (C) selling, 
auctioning, or offering for sale, in any horse sale or auction, any horse which is sore, and (D) allowing any activity 
described in clause (A), (B), or (C) respecting a horse which is sore by the owner of such horse.”

9 C.F.R. § I1.2(al General prohibitions 

“Notwithstanding the provisions of paragraph (b) of this section, no chain, boot, roller, collar, action device, nor any 
other device, method, practice, or substance shall be used with respect to any horse at any horse show, horse 
exhibition, or horse sale or auction if such use causes or can reasonably be expected to cause such horse to be sore.” 

9 C.F.R. S 1 1 .3 Scar rule 

“The scar rule applies to all horses bom on or after October 1, 1975. Horses subject to this rule that do not meet 
the... scar mle criteria shall be considered to be “sore” and are subject to all prohibitions of... the Act.”
